COODWTN STRIKES 
- BACK AT HURLEY 

While the leiul between Chairman 
Frank A. Goodwin of the fiiisnee lom- 
mission and Chairman Joseph ■). Hiii- 
ley of the .'school committee wa.s blazing 
forth with renewed fury yesterday, 
Mayoi Ciirlry took a hand In a dispute 
withm ihr .srh(X)l committee itself whieii 
for month.s ha.s held up action i.>ii <on- 
.sti-uction of much-needeU school build- 
ings. 

The mayor demanded that the two 
faction.s of the committee, long at log- 
gerheads over appropriating a fund of 
$1,119,000 for school con.struction, should 
reach an agreement at their meeting to- 
morrow night, otherwise, he said, he will 
.,cek revision of the law governing school 
appropriatioTis. 

Meanwliile fuel was added to the 
bitter Goodwin-Hurley controversy with 
the is.sue of a fresh statement by Good- 
win, m which he accused HurUv of 
Ignorance of schmil attivitics and of re- 
sponsibility for the conditioas whicn 
have been the basis for the investigation 
and criticism by the special board ride- 
gated by the finance commission to 
make a study of the school system. 

In answer to what he termed the 
•■intemperate remarks" of Htudey, wlio 
had characterized h:m a.s s "common 
scold," and had demanded that he "pat 
UD or shut UP," Goodwin likened .school 
■'ep.ivtnitnt manascmont to a --stutied 
aummy, manipulated by unseen hands." 
His statement said: 

I sinccrclv hope the cHlzen,s of 
Boston will iiot get a wrong impres- 
sion of our sehw>! system from the 
intemperate remarks of its h-ad. 
On m.iny occasions our investit;at- 
ing coiiimittee ha.s commented 
upon the splendid p<T.sonnel, both 
men and women, throughout the 
various departments and at tho 
heads of them. The trouble is at 
the top. , , 

The .school department might be 
likened to a fine Rolls Royce oper- 
ated by a stuffed dummy, maiitpu-

THE SC^HOOL BOARD MESS 

In fne year,s the .school commlttPf! ought to 
be able lo an.swer t.hp qiipstion: "Shall we a^eni. 
a million riollar.s on n new central high school 
for cirl.s or on two inU ...td' 'te .school.s? 

In five yrar.s it has chanRed it.s mind .six 
times on thi.s question. Fotii- Mines it lia.s gone 
on record in favor of (lie higli srlioo!. Three 
limes it ha.s favored the inlermediate .schools. 
As the law now stands, two of the Jive members 
•pii bloclf. action. There is no majority rule in 
the school committee on such matters. F'iur 
members irsiist agree or nolhinK t-an he done. 
No wonder the mayor threatcn.s to ask the^ 
l.esi.slatiire to change the law .so that three 
memljcrs of the five can order things done. If 
tliat .seems an extreme remedy, either Mrs. 
Pigeon or Dr. Lyons can prevent such action.| 

As a matter of fact a .site wa.s boiisht for a 
central girls' high school nine years ago and 
more than ,$100,000 was expended for it. Four 
years pa.s.sed with nothing done. Then in 1926 
the struggle began between the advocates of 
the high school and thase of the intermediate 
.schools. The order of events has been roughly 
a.s follows: 

In l!)'.ifi Ihe high school pi.-jrct is abaiit'oned 
and the iniei-mediate .school plan is adopted. 
Also $1.T.000 is ordered spent, largely t" convert 
Ihe high school she into a playground. 

In l!5'2a. fl.s .still another .substitute loi- the 
central high .school, $5'2.000 i.s .spent for land 
and plans for a girls' high .sf.'hool in porchestei-. 

In 1929 the school committee revei'ses iiself, 
goes back to the abandoned .site, and appropri- 
aics Sl.llfi.nO.T 10 build and $110,000 to plan a 
central girls' high scliool on the original loca- 
tion. 

Next the I.egislaluie gives Ihe toiiuiiittce the 
right to spend abotit $.t.OOO,000 for elementary 
and intermediate .schools to ie|)lace 22.^) porta- 
hle.s, and of this sum .$1,119.9!),') is to be trans- 
fe:red from the girls' central high school project 

On Dec. ^^. 1929, the committee not fies the 
schooi building department that it ha.s vo'ed 
to rescind tlie transfer and to u.se the money 
after all for the high school. 

A conference follows in the mayor's office 
and the .s<hool committee notifies the school- 
house department that the money will be usee 
for the two intermediate buildings. 

A few days more and the final .shift is made 
One inember of the committee, charfes ovci 
ai'.d tran.sforms a 4-1 vote whicli woula have 
been effective into a 3-2 vote which b' ■•cks all 
action.

HOUSE PASSES Tffi 
BOSTOJ^^EASE BILL 

To Use Governors Island 
for Airport Purposes

WASHINGTON, Feb 2-The House 
late today passed to be enacted tho bill 
to authorize tho Secretary of War to 
lease Governor's Island to tlie city of 
Boston. 

The passiige of the bill, which had 
been unanimou.'^ly reported by the 
Committee on Military Affairs, was 
prefaced by a spcecii b.v nepresenta- 
tlve MoCormack of Boston, who ex- 
plained its provisions and tlie iin- 
ixntanee which the city of Boston at- 
tached to the acquisition of Governor's 
Island for tho purpose of expanding 
its airport facilities. 

The bill provides that such lease 
shall be "for such tenn or terms and 
subject to such terras and conditions 
as, in tho discretion of the Secretary 
of War shall he advisable." 

It directs that the lease or leases 
"m.ay provide for the grading and fill- 
ing by the city of Boston of Governor's 
Island and tlie underwater lands per- 
taining thereto to such extent as in the 
opinion of the Secretary of War may 
he necessary in order to render such 
property suitable for airi:ofl purixises." 

The hill ai.'jo provides for such ail- 
juatment of boundaries as may be 
deemed necessary. 

It further provides that "any lease 
or lea.-.es executed by the Secretary 
of War under the authority of this act; 
shall resoi-ve to tho United States the 
light to utilize tho present area, of 
Govornor'3 Island, or tho areas In- 
cluded within tlie i oundar.v lines es- 
taljii.shed as herein provided for 
military purposes In caso of need, and 
in his discretion, to resume exclusive 
piossession of the entiro area of tho 
lands of the United States or any part 
thereof for niiiitarv rrtirixises."

William c;. Thompson assailed Mayor 
Curley for refusing-, without u. hear- 
ing:, permits to .speak on Bo.stoii Com- 
mon. Ho contended tiiat under tliK 
law the chief executive of a munic- 
ipality or State may not dictate "what 
a mail in to think or believo or try to 
make others believe." 

"Thank God we have a Jim t'urley 
to proteit Bo.ston and America," was 
the rejoinder of Representative Lewis 
R. Sullivan, when he spoke in the 
M.ayor's defense. 

Edward D. Collins, Lef;islative agent 
for the city, in his remarks, t^aid, "May- 
or Curley Is not opposed to free speecli 
by any decent, i-espectable citizen of 
the Commonwealth. He couldn't de- 
prive anyone of a permit as Irnif; n.- 
he knew that bis speecli would not 
cause dissension." 

Tctltloncr Kxplalns 

As petitioner for the legislation, 
Francis <':. Goodale decl.irfd the meas- 
ure, if enacted, would abolish advance 
censorship of speeches. 

After explaining tlie present method 
of obtaining permits from the Mayor 
and the Park Commissioners, tho 
speaker assorted that up until a few 
years ago "they were granted as a 
matter of course."

Mayor Curley' s Address

"We have some re^iUzatlon of the 
Jharacter of the olty't, business from 
the standpoint of expendJtuies when 
>ou consider that tin.' totnl jutuftl ex- 
penditures In a fc'ivtn year, say the 
year 1930, the year ju.st closeil, ap- 
proximates in excess of 478,000,000. We 
»rft further impressed with the Im- 
portance of the bu.slncss of the city 
when wo real ze that tliere are 42 de- 
partments of government directly 
under the control of the Mayor of 
Boston. 

"Prior to 1909 there was a. general 
Jlvis.on of authority In the conduct 
<Jl the city activities. Prior to li)09 
:h{- City Council or the Board of 
Aldermen and Common Council, a.s 
ex Eted in those days, had powcr.s that 
were in many cases coerjua! with the 
powers that were enjoycfl by the 
Mayor, With a view to centralization 
Of respon.slbillty, in 1909 the charter 
was revised and almo.st absolute au- 
thority was vested in the Mayor.

Greater City Movement 

"Fifteen years ago, the movement 
•tarted in America for greater clUes 
and as a. consequence, due to th« fail- 
ure of the cltle,', ana tnv,ais aujacent 
to Boston to federate with the city, 
we have gradually lo.^it our position in 
the forefront of American cities, ud 
today occupy the ninth place and are In 
a tcrioua danger of passing into 10th 
pUuJo. Were It pos.slble to induce the 
cities and tov.-n.s within a radtue of 15 
miles of the State House to consolidate 
In a Greater Boston, It wo\ild be pos- 
sible to have a Boston with a popula- 
tion of approximately 2,000,000 people. 

"It must be apparent to every in- 
dividual that no greater contributi(,n 
could be made to the growth of Bos- 
ton than a federation of this charac er, 
for after all the real inducement that 
prompts any guccessful business man 
in the matter of a location tor a plant 



lor nw mauBtry is the size of a ciy 
and the possibilities of Its growtli. If 
this federation were ajcompllshed, It 
would bring Boston Into fuurth piaoe 
among the ities of America, being ex- 
ceeded oiilj by New York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia. 

".rust so long as we adhere to the old 
tr.idltions and Just .so long aa » 3 pay 
homage to antiquities, ju«' -o lon.i,- 
will we remaiji niulh amor' tlm cities 
of America, with the po,^sibility of 
passing Into lOtli place in 1931, and 
then certainly within u period of IS 
year.-? of passing Into 16th place. 

Suburbs Are Dependent 

"Now then, we have .lomt voaliia- 
tlon of the r«.spou.-.ibillty tliat centers 
in a city located as is Ecston, The 
surrounding cities and towns .are de- 
pendent upon Ita pro.sperlty, bo it 1» 
necessary in Boston to assume obliga- 
tions that are net njssumed by eur- 
roundtng cities and towns. 

"We have a pardonable prldo in our 
system of education. With a total ex- 
penditure buinmed up under the liead 
of general appropriations for the year 
11^30 and representing a total expendi- 
ture of $6S,000,000, nearly one in every 
j;i wan exjiended for educational pur- 
poses. As a, matter of fact, our 
B-.-hools, in 1930, represented a total 
expenditure in excess of ,?21,000,000.

iMayor Curley's committee apiwinted to 
make a study of Greater Boston, re- 
quests that the cities and town.s in the 
metropolitan district be federated into 
a city to be railed Metropolitan Boston 
in which each city and town shall be a 
Ix-irough. Ihe entire municipalitv io be 
governed by a president, elected from 
Metropolitan Boston at large, and a 
rntincil comprising one member irom 
eacii borough and one member addl- 
Monal from each borough for each 
20.nno population. 

Silverman urtted Ihe committee to 
support eitlier iiill. 

■If you don't help Bo.ston. Baslon 
R'lll .sink lower and file other cities 
ind towns of the .state will follow." he 
iaid. 

Prof. Beale. .supporting his own bill, 
said that Baston without ll.s .suburb.s 
nnuld be a pitiful thing and that the 
suburbs without Baston would die. The 
praspeilty of a district depends largely 
on the e.stimate in which it is held by 
Ihe industrial world and Its facility of 
developing, he said, and the bills were 
drawn up with the idea of developing 
a district that will bring pi'osperiiy by 
attracting the attention of bu.sine.s.s. 

Other speakers in favor of the in- 
corporation of Greai.cr Baslon included 
March Bennett of Boston and George 
R. Nutter, Boston attorney. 



At the conclusion of the hearlnsr of 
these favoring the plan Prof. Beale said 
that he and the members of his com- 
mittee were willing to put the matter 
before the public m a referendum, but 
.siiRgcstcd tliat such a referendum be 
m.Kle after a lO-year trial of the plan. 

Chairman Kenneth D. Johnson of the 
Millon lioard of .selectmen, one of the 
first opposition speakers, declared that 
Mayor Curley's bill was a camouflage 
and an opening wedge to annexation.

Urging favorable action on either 
Mayor Curley'a IiiU for the formation 
of a municipai corporation Itnown .?s 
Greater Boston or tliat of Prof Josepli 
H. Scale of Harvard for a federation 
of cities and towns of Metropolitan 
Boston, Corporation Counsel Samuel 
yiherman today appeared before the 
Legislative Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs. 

Mr .Silverman declared that the cities 
and towns would not lose their iden- 
tity. He said that the principal pur- 
pose of the bills was to bring the 
lown.s and cities together to discuss 
various problems relating to crime, 
disease, fire, traffic, taxation and sucii 
other problems as alTcct all municipal- 
ities. 

"There is a feeling," said Mr Silver- 
r:an, "that the time has conic when 
there ought to l)e a political entity or 
board incorporate, known as Greater 
Boston. 

"Boston has slipped," he added, 
"a.nd is fast becoming one of the small 
cities of the country. As a matter of 
fact, the big cities, if you consider the 
city proper, are not larger than Bos- 
ton proper, but they have stretcned 
out and taken in surrounding towns 
and <-ities and created greater cities. 

IJnhelperf, "Boston AViil Sink T^ower" 

"The great business minds of the 
country, for some reason or other, go 
to the large centers of America and 
look at the population of these cities 
for business. But the real Bc.':ton goes 
beyf)nd the city of Boston. Tlie re.-ti 
Boston is the Metropolitan Boston, the 
Boston that i.-^ tied together in tie 
Metropolitan wntcr system. We na'e 
a form of Metropolitan Boston, but we 
can't gain recognition as su a, because 1 
it is not a sejjarate political entity. 

"These bills ought to satisfy all ob- 
jections because no city or town loses 
its identity. We have a. Metropjlitan 
Boston for our water, sewer and 
transit purposes. As a matter of fact 
we have a Metropolitan Boston for 
various purposes, but we are not 
establiiiheti as a body corporate so that 
it will take rank with the big cities 
of the world. 

"It is not a selfish proposition. We 
want a. greater Boston not only for Bos- 
ton, but for all the people of the .-ities 
and towns. If Boston takes a prupcr 
position everyone will benefit. If you 
don't help Boston, Boston will sink 
lower and the other citie.s and towns 
of the State will follow." 

Mr Silverman, in answer to questions 
of committee members, assured the 
committee that either bill would not be 
a menace to any particular town or 
city. He stated that he did not like 
the idea of submitting the que.':tion to 
a referendum vote to the citizens of 
the cities and towns affected, but 
thought the Legislature could remedy 
the situation.

"Fin Com" Committpe Hits 
Educational Methods 

Sess Danger of Overbuilding High 
Schools— Redistricting Needed 

Wfliste In the sumji devoteil to b4- 
mlnlatorlng the laimnn fnclors of th^ 
Bchools, "where results are Intanplble 
and not so easily measured," '» the 
charge laid at the door of the Bchoo! 
authorities In the sixth Instalment re- 
leased for puhlU-ation this morning of 
the report of the speclril investljratlng 
committee appointed by the Finance 
CommlBslon to study the looal school 
Kystem. • 

The committee charges the school 
authorities with btilldinc; schools with 
Ilttlo regard for the real fducaf lonal 
requirements. Regarding the placmg 
of several of the new Intermediate 
schools, the committee states that "two 
within thrfte-f|uarters of » mile of each 
other and a lot piircha.scd for e third 
Within another half-mile gives the im- 
pression that political, rather than ed- 
ucational, considerations prevail." 

Severely att,■ll■kln^' the school au- 
thorltles for not ronsidertnp a num- 
ber of factors Involved In the adoption 
of tliA 6-;!-;; plan 12 years a^o, which 
brought In the Intermediate school— an 
entirely now unit^-thc committee de- 
clares that a consistent building pro- 
gram, looltlng ahead 10 years and 
ba.sed upon all the considerations it 
names, would have saved "a vast 
amount of waste, delay and misdirec- 
tion." 

"It. fieems to us," says the coTnmlt- 
lee. "Ihat until a real study program, 
based upon a comiirchensive redistrict- 
ing of the city and a consistent educa- 
tional policy is prepared and presented, 
no ambitious building fund should bo 
either requested or granted." 

Overbuilding High Schools 

The report, noting that tlici-.. xoiM 
seem to bo real d.tnger of uveriiulld- 
ihg hl,!;h s.-hools. declares that Boston 
scorns to have "an obsession for build- 
ing them" and "(o shut its eyes to 
bad ccnditiona in the elementary 
school.- while spending lavishly jinm 
high schools. It Is the elementary 
schools that are hampered by unsafe 
antl nncconomkai old buildings," the 
cominittee alleges.

"Multinlying districts multiplies 
overhead." the report say.s. "Indeed 
the districting plan lies at the base 
of the administrative system. When 
the elementary districts have been en- 
tirely relieved of the seventh and 
eighth grade', there will arise the 
question whether elementary districts 
Phall be administered by riiasters of 
the same rank as those In Intermediate 
schools, or by principals of tiie rank

"This year they went to the Legls- 
latin-'i with n program based upon no 
fixed policy and Including two major 
it^ma that had been disapproved by n 
survey committee of their own choos- 
ing. 

"Findng that funds for that pro- 
trram Mere not forthcoming, they of- 
fered a modified p'.'-n, omittimr these 
Items, and obtained a large building 
fund. This modified program was sent 
to the commissioners of schoolhoti.ses 
and a beginning. -,v.is made, but before 
It had proceede.rl lo actual construe- 
Hop one of the professedly ahnndoned 
projects was revived and put In the 
Way of early construction.

The report notes that, among the

school population than other cHles;

"In the past twenty years the cost of 
operatlnB the Boston school system has 
risen from $4,9S4.r)S7 to ?2],0"8,9r>S. This 
Is a matter of great concern to the tax- 
payers of Boston, says Chairman Good- 
win. 

"The School Committee is charpeil 
with the education of 130.000 of our fu- 
ture cltizi ns and that 1» a matter of far 
greate" importance.

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EQUAL RATES FIRST 
NEED OF BOSTON PORT 

B. & M. Agent Tells af Loss in Grain 
Shipping Here 



Duriiijr the years 1926, 192T aud 1928 
I ho port of BoHtun handled only about 
25 percent of the volunu' of grain that 
Its elevatoro are capabki of haiidlinii-, 
Charles W. Boynton of VVakeiield, for- 
eign freight agunt of the B. & M. Ilail- 
road, told the Interstate Commerce 
Commission examiners today at the 
hearing at th« Cliambnr of Commer<-e 
n-here tho Port Aiitliorlty lierc is asli- 
ing for a readjustment of rail rates 
so as to compete with the port of New 
York. J 

Rate expert George H. Parker of 
Washington, employed in support of 
the Boston petition, a.sked Boynton 
who said he had been with the B. & M 
about -fO years, if the B. & M. eleva- f 
tors were handling the tonnage of ' 
grain they were capable of. The wit- 
ness said that omitting the last two ; 
year.s whlrh, he said may not be rep- 
resentative because of perhap.s tem- 
porary conditions, and in which the 
port of Bo.ston handl"d about 3,000 000 
bu.sheks of export grain, in the three 
year.s preceding the port handled only 
about one-fourth of its capacity. 

Boynton testihed that in 1SI16 the port 
handled it.s ma.Nimum capacity of a Jit. 
tie more than .'W.OOO.OOO bn.shels. 

Asked by Parker what in his opinion 
was the rea.son for the dc.-rease m the 
export of grain moving' through the 
port of Boston the witness .said he be- 
lieved that the lack of steamship '"''■■^ 
service, brought about in great mea.=;- *"'" 
ure because of the changing of rate 
arrangements of o<-ean caniers, Uiat 
at one time (juoted a lower ocean rata 
en freight moving to and fmm Braton 
than to competing port.s. Philadelpnia 
and Baltimore. Tho o<ean rate, hn 
said, is the .same at present, to 'and 
from Boston. New York and Phlladel. 
phla and Baltimore. 



"With an equal Inland rate on 'ex- 
lake' grain, we might reauonatily ex- 
pect to have at all times ample bot- 
tom cargo, and this is a gi-eat factor 
in indue/icing ship.s to any port. On 
the other liand a. greater volume of 
merchandise trailic would in itself at- 
tract steaniship .•service and it is not to 
be overlfKiked that while the grain, na 
i- bottom cargo, is of great Importance 
to the ships, grain generally speaking 
moves at low ocean rates and from the 
.■■tandpoint of revenue, general mer- 
chandise cargoes would bo more valu- 
able to steamship companies." 

Having said in answer to a previous I 
ciuestion that he bel'eved that the in- | 
crease of g^rain movement would be 
of influence In increasing sailings from 
the port of fJoston, expert Parker 
asked the witness to make some state- 
ment with reference to grain products 
and other general cargoes. Boynton 
in answei- said: 

"It would be of innucnce in bringing 
about increased and direct steamship 
fallings. What Boston needs in the up- I 
building of its port is a rate equality 
that will permit <is to rea-h into Cen- 
tral Freight Association rerritory and 
even north and west of it. Bo.ston Is 
confronted with the fact that compet- 
ing port.s are favored with a lower 
rate.

"I know of shipments of burlap 
I which used to move through tills port 
In considerable volume to points in the 
West, but which have been discontin- 
ued mainly for the i-eason that ship- 
pers fire otfered storage-in-transit jntv- 
ileges at both New York and Norfolk.

when shipments are made via Boston, 
and consequently the shipments have 
been diverted tlirough other ports.

He condemned the plan to distribute 
5000 copies of the report as "broadcast- 
ing I he results of a one-.sided investiga- 
tion." He declared that the survey com- 
mittee left the field of inquii-y into 
.school expenditures and "Inrjulged In a 
wholesale atack on the educational pol- 
icies of our schools and educators, and, 
with no convincing reasons accompany- 
ing " the recomenda lions, has l.ssucd 
wholesale pronouncements and condem- 
nations."

Park av there is a frontage of 300 feet 
available to entrance and exit. Nine 
hole.s will be Imilt on one side of the 
entranci) road from West »t and nine 
on tho other side. 

Councilor Dowd raised th» is«U9 cm 
the ord»r for J275.000; denied that 300 
men were working on the project and 
fiald that onlv 180 were employed on 
Saturday. While favoring furnl.shlng 
employment to men, he did not favor 
spending JSOO.OOO for a place for nori- 
residents of Boston to play Rolf, "while 
thnupands of citizen.-! go to the 'prison 
I yard' for aid."

Councilor Dowd charged that Park 
I Commissioner Long misrepresented to 
the Council when he said 300 men were 
employed on the golf course.

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PORT OF BOSTON ENDS 
RAIL_RATEJVIDENCE 

Norton Tells of Commonwealth Pier Operations- 
Defendant's Case to Be Heard in New York 



The port of Boston, aReking a more 
favorable rail freight rate in reliition 
to the (lort of New York, oomplpted 
testimony In its <:oinplalnt this after- 
noon at the ChamVjer of Conimcirce, 
where the hearing has been In progress 
befojo the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for eonio time. The case of 
the defendants and interveners will 
be heard hy thi Interstate Commerce 
Commission in New York beginning 
April e. 

The final witness this afternoon was 
Clement A. Norton, superintendent of 
Commonwealtli Pier. Koiith 13o.sto]i. He 
explained in .some ditail the facllltii's 
for handlins freight at Conmionwealih 
Pier, and told in considerahlo detail 
about the pier operations. 

Under guidance of Johnston B. 
Campbell, former chairman of the 
I. C. C. chief counsel In the Bo.>jlon 
case, which Is being presented by the 
port authority, the Citv fjovernment 
and the Maritime Association, Supt 
Norton, also a member of the Boston 
City Co\uiciI, testified that wharfage Is 
charged against the stcanishtp and also 
against the cargo. A warfage charge 
of 25 cents a ton Is made against tiic 
cargo and 10 cents a ton against the 
ste,-imship company. If the cargo re- 
mains on tlic pier six davs after the 
dlschai-go of the vessel. If, however, 
the cargo is sent outside of a 45-miIe 
radius, there Is no wharfage charge. 

Economical Operation 

Mr Norton .stated that from the 
standpoint of operation, the delivery 
of cargoes from steamer to pier and 
vice versa, the jiier was economically 
operated. In further explanation of this 
statement, he pointed out the facilities 
for handling a large volume of freight 
at all times bringing out the point 
tliat they have handled at the pier at 
one time a.^ many as J.'i.OdO people and 
20(JU automobiles, without congestion, 
and he further stated that at no time 
have they been taxed to capacity, 
eiher in the handling of visitors or 
the number of tni.lis wishing to use 
the pier at the same time. Iniring the 
course of his te.'ttimony he '"rrought

Q. Understood you to say that you 
could handle a great deal more trsfhc 
at the pier than Is offering at the 
present time? 
A. Yes. 

Q. CouM that he done without either 
slowing up the movement or decreas- 
ing the efficiency? 

A. I believe it could he done without 
decreasing the elTiciency or slowing up 
the movement. j 

Q. Would an increase In tonnage ' 
necessarily mean a proportionate in- i 
crease in expense? 



A. No, wo could handle considcivibic 
moro tonnage without an increase in 
expense, since the force at the pier Is 
employed on a yearly basis, and the 
spare Is there. 

Q. Have you some familiarity with 
the tra/tic handled through the port of 
Boston In recent vears? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How do the Commonwealth Pier 
facilitie.s compare \citli the facilities at 
New York? 

A. I can onI\' speak with rvjference to 
steamers which dock at Commonwealth 
Pier and also go to New York. Kor 
: example. I feel that the facilities of- 
fered at Boston to the American Ha- 
'■■aiian and Luckenbach Steamship 
1 'ompanir-'.'^, which mo>t use C'ommon- 
'vealth Pier tlie year round, are supe- 
i'i<U' from a terminal pier standfwlnt to 
thnse oiTeied at New York, I am speak- 
ing from the standpoint of pier facili- 
ties and direct transfer from ship to 
car and from piei to ship. 

Davis Testifies 

Harry A. Davis of Newton. managT 
of the transportation department of 
the Boston Wool Trade As.sociation. 
testified In part in answer to ques- 
tions by chief counsel Campbell: 

Q. i:>uring your employment In Ho^.- 
ton, what has been the trend of the 
import and export Iju.siness through 
the ],ort of Boston? 

A. II has been on a decline .sine 
the World War. 

Q. In your judgment, if the rate 
-structure for export and import was 
made tlirough tli.' port of Boston, 
lower tlian through tlie port of New 
York, by substantially the difference 
between the cost of servi<e given n 
tlie .shape of free ilghtcnge at Nee- 
\trU. and the co:.t of servh e through 
Boston, would it be. of substantial 
value In Increasing the buKin,-'ss of 
the port of Boston? 

A. In my judgment, Boston should 
have a much lower rate than New 
York from Buffalo via New York Cen- 
tral, for example, if lighterage cost 
were given proper consideration in 
making the rate, even though New 
York is 60 miles nearer Buffalo than 
Boston. 

Q. Would a Kuh.>itantial increase to 
the business of the port of Boston be 
of advantage to the New England ter- 
ritory? 

A. Speaking for the interests that 
l represent, .1 will state that If Bos- 
ton had a lower export rate from 
C. F. A. territory, thereby reflecting 
the lower terminal costs liere, and if 
as a consequence more ships were 
attracted to this port, the Increase in 
sailings to and fnun Boston would be 
a Kubstantial benefit to the members 
of the Boston Wool Trade Association!

Q. Have you experienced any conges- 
tion at I lie piers at Boston In recent

A. No, our piers are large enough to 
accommodate Inw-ard and outward 
'freight to at least six to eight times 
the present volume without likelihood 
of congestion. 

Q. Have the Interests with which 
you are identified or which you rep- 
resent been .iffecfed by changes in the 
volume of cargo through the Port of 
Boston in recent years? 

A. They have been great! v affected. 
Our export business through the port 
of Boston Is only about one-fifth of 
what it used to be, an<l our inbound 
business ha.s fallen off greatly. I real- 
ize that the reports show that the total 
import tonnage through the port has 
increased, but the a.dual cargo that Is 
of interest to I lie port in the matter of 
Its development in any real senfie Is 
not properly refiected in those figures. 
And this is true also, particularly as 
to the organization that I represent. 
The figures wlii'-h show larger Inbound 
movements through the port than for- 
merly, consist of a good deal of petro- 
leum, foreign <oal and also large 
movement during Ihp last few years 
of foreign cement . Of coume, our 
fellows who depend for their living on 
checking the movement of freight over 
the dcKk, naturally find themselves 
out of work because of the small 
amount of tonnage that there Is nowa- 
days to check.

FIX OPEN AIRTa'RKING 

STATION LICENSE FEES 

The Bostoii Street Commissioners 
yesterday announced the »;cheduie of 
licenr^e fees for open-air parliing eta- 
tions for motor vehicles. The parking 
spaces come under the «ijpervi.^lon of 
the Street Comrni.ssioners for the first 
time as a re.siilt of an act of the State 
trfgislalure, which was accepted by the 
City Council. .Mready about 150 sta- 
tions have complied with the new 
regulations and obtained a license to 
operate. These are for the most part 
in the downtown, theatrical and hotel 
dtstrlcts. Tlic law Includes a tine ol 
1100 for station operators not comply- 
ing with it. 

The rates: 

F^om one to five cars, JIO a. year; 
Ave to 10 cars, $i!fl; 10 to 25 cars, .pO; 
2.5 to 50 cars, $!0; 50 to 75 cars, $,50; 
75 to 100 car.<i. $75: 100 to 200 cars, JlOO; 
200 to 500 cars, $250. The above fep? 
are for stations operating all year. For 
stations operating; not more tlian .s;.^ 
months in any year' the fee is $100. 

Application for licenses must be 
made at the office of the permit divi- 
sion of the Street Commissioners, room 
44, City Hall.

The city workers are said to have 
concentrated their efTorts on what 
were regarded a* the more important 
thoroughfares, but complaints concern 
fuch heavily traveled streets as Canal, 
Portland and Merrimac sts and upper 
Tremont .«t in the South End, as well 
as streets in the Back Bay, 

The snow removal so far this season 
lias been done wholly by man power 
without the use of the snow loading 
cciiiipnieut t)ought by the city a few 
years ago.

The survey committee reported that 
substitutionbv the Legislature of the 
Department of School Buildings for 
the Schoolhouse Department does not 
remedy the du:il system, which places 
responsibility of appropriating the nec- 
essary funds upon the School Commit- 
tee, eie-ctpd by the people, and the duty 
of expending the money upon the 
Schoolhou.se Commission or its succes- 
sor, the superintendent of construction. 
The members could see nothing gained 
and much lost by the present divLsion 
of responsibility, maintaining one 
board merely to elect the head of a 
department and leaving him rcfpon- 
sible to neither. 

"Anoriintoiis Relation" 

The sursei, cominiMte claimed that 
Boston is unique among cities in 
maintainina; a board for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of schoolhouses 
separate -ind independent of the School 
Committee; deriving its funds from 
the School Committee, yet not ac- 
countable to that committee as to hovf 
it spends them.

BOSTON REGARDED 
AS "DECAYING CITY" 

P.rof Beale Says It Must; 
Draw Industries 



"In the eyes of the world as a whole, 
Boston Is looked upon aa a decaying 
city," said Prof Joseph H. Beale of 
Harvard University, speaklii,; last 
night at a meeting of the Cambridge 
Club at the Hotel Commander, Cam- 
bridge. Judge Robert Wwlcott, presi- 
<lent of the club, presided. 

Prof Beale was sent to London le- 
<-ently hy Mayor Jamet) M Curley In 
order to study the borough .system. 
After studying conditions there he re- 
turned to this coimtry with a report. 
He then assisted the Mayor in draw- 
ing up the bill which is soon to appear 
before the General Court, urging a 
Greater Boston system. 

"Boston has showed hardly any in- 
crease in population since 180O," i'rof 
Beale said. "With each >.ensus, the 
(Mpulation fails to increase with the 
raj)idity of cities the size of Boston. 
If Boston is to continac to he a major 
city it must contln.ie to find and to 
attract new industries." 

Prof Bofile urged the, adoption of the' 
Greater Boston system, declaring that I 
it would be a bcnetit to N.nv England. I 
tJnder such conditions as proposed oy 
the Greater Boston plan, Boston n'ould ' 
have a population of about 2,000,000 in j 
the census. 

"The old population within the towns 
have heen suhinerged in an orgy of 
apartment houses. There are 43 cities! 
and towns which are submerged by 
Boston proper, with the ici.dt they de- 
pend for thr.ir prosperity upon the 
prosperity of Boston," Prof fJeale said. 
He pointed cut that fhn adoption of 
the j)lan would ue of nenetu to all the 
towns and cities surrounding Boston. 
The present govetnmnnt of th'i Met- 
ropolitan Bistrict hy the State niel | 
with his disapproval. He said that It 
is not the best form of government 
and pointed out that the rcpresenta^ 
fives from Greater Bo.<iton are outnum- 
bered by representatives fr.m beyond 
Greater Boston, and yet the enlire 
body determines taxes and appoints 
members of the Metropolitan district 
Commission.

It would have a population of 2,i;?,i,00i», 
instead of abotit .HOn.ntlO as at present in 
BoMton, No function can bo takon away 
from a community without tlie consent 
and invitation of that community, Fjoeal 
government would be protected to a great- 
er eNtent than it is today.

J. Hampton Moore Given 
Luncheon by City 

Describes Enlargement of I). S. 
Inland Waterways 

• J Hamvton Moore of Phnndelphla. 
president of tne Atlantic Deeper Wa- 
terwavs Assocmtlon, at a luncheon 
tendered him by the city of Boston at 
the Parker House yesterday, described 
the formation, growth and accom- 
plishments of the organization In Its 
work for intracoastal waterways dur- 
ing the past 23 years. 

AotlniT Mayor Joseph McGrath pre- 
sided "other spealceis %vcre Col Wil- 
son B. Burtt, U. S. A.; Giovanni 
Maria Plo Margotti. Royal Consul Gen- 
eral of Italy; and J. Frank Davis, di- 
rector of tha Maritime Division of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

Concerning the Cape Cod Canal, Mr 
Moore declared that It should be 
widened and deepened to permit tv.'O 
large vessels to pass. 

The work in bolialf of intracoastal 
waterwavs, Mr Moore said, had re- 
sulted In inland waterways from Bos- 
ton to Key West with the exception of 
a 30-miIo cut yet to be made across 
New Jersey.

The Good Governmenl AKf«-1at.ion in 
the current Issue, of its pamphlet, "City 
Affairs." reopens it.s att^ick on the 
methods used by the city in the letting' 
out of contracts. 

The article say.s that no real a.:\s\ver 
has been given, that the city policy in 
awards does not aid in relieving unem- 
ployment, and that the real story of 
contract letting is not given the public^ 

Jaseph A. Rourke. commissioner of 
pubUc works, hit ba^-k at the Good Gov- 
ernment Association for Its cirticlsm 
of contracts. 'T think as little of their 
criticism of my m.cthods as I wwild of 
the critism of a couple of btmis on the 
Common. Both have little value- 
worthless." he said. 

Concerning the purchase of automo- 
biles, tires and trafBc signals, the arti- 
cle reads: 

NO AnVER'lSING FOR TIRKS 

"The city purchased al)ouf. .ffiO.noo 
worth of automobiles in 1930 without 
advertising for bids; the cominonwealth 
saved considerable money by advertis- 
ing such contracts. Why not the city? 
The city owns hundrcd,s of cars, yet, 
eo far as wc know, did not advertise for 
a single tire for them In 1930. Arc 
they purchasing them uneconomically 
In .small lots to avoid the provisions of 
the charter, or are they violating the 
charter? 

"The mayor's heart bleeds for local 
Industry, yat, he coixstantly awards con- 
tracts 'for traffic signals to a. New 
Jersey firm and disregards the lower 
bids of a local concern whose integvify 
and ability to furnish them is unim- 
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pcachable. For some rea-'on or otlier 
the citv neglects to give the figures and 
names' of a.ll the bidders on many of 
these signal light contracts. The puliUc 
may well as 'why?' 

"City officials have thrown down the 
gauntlet to citizens who believe in 
effective and efficient government. The 
question is too important to be dis- 
missed by excu.scs concerning unemploy- 
ment that are not Involved at all. 
Businesslike contracting can help rat,her 
than hinder unemployment relief. 
Defiance as expressed in the questicin 
'What of it?' should meet a ready 
answer on the part of the electorate." 

The statement goes on to say in part: 

"Th" replies of citv officials to the 
facts concerning Baston's contracting 
methods brought out in the last i.ssue o! 
■Citv Affairs' must appear ludicrous to 
the'thinking citizen of Boston. There 
has been no general denial of tne facts, 
the only answer lorthroming is tha., 
'red taiK'' was done away with to re- 
lieve unemployment. 

"If the riifRculty lay in cutting use- 
less 'red tape' and it their procedure 
were necessary to relieve unemplovmcnl, 
there might be .wme justification for 
their stand. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, the faults pointed out were not 
the elimination of u.seiess 'red tape,' nor 
Ls it evident that unemployment was 
'relieved one whit more by inefficient 
and expen.sive means than was prac- 
ticable by regular and business-like pro- 
cedure. 

"Our chief allegation w-as that com- 
plete facts concerning city contracting 
are not given the public, even in viola- 
tion at times of the city charter. This 
has nothing to do with uneinployment. 
How does the pre.'^entatlon of an incom- 
plete account to the citizens aid the man 
who needs a lob? Is the foundation of 
oiu- city government — the city charter 
-iisele.t;? 'red tape'?'' 
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Charijing that the real story of 
Boston ^in tract lettlnp; i.s not 
given the public, the Good Gov- 
ernment Association, in its issue 
"City Affairs," to be sent out to- 
morrow, renews its attack on city 
contracting methods. 

"City Affairs" charges that the 
city policy in awards does not aid 
In relieving unemployment, that 
contraets are being let to concerns 
in other states, and no real an- 
swer has been given to its "revela 
tlons."

Springer Tells of Plans for 
Vehicle Tube 



In an address last night before 200 
iitudents of the Harvard Engineering 
School, Ernest R. Springer, chief en- 
gineer of the I5().->ton Transit Depart- 
ment, outlined the plana for the new 
trafBo tunnel that will connect Boston 
proper with East Boston. . 

Mr Springer said the plans, for which 
bids will be received Wednesday, call 
for a single tube 6150 feet long, with 
entrances at Porter st. East Boston, 
and at the junction of North and Han- 
over st, Boston. 

"The tunnel wlH be limited to me- 
chanical vehicles only and it is ex- 
pected npo ( its completion in three 
iriwjrp will acoommodate about 1,000,000

"The main dlfflculty in con.structlon 
will be that ai working under pres- 
sure greater than normal, for tests 
show that the land under the chan- 
nel between Boston and East Boston 
is suitable for tunneling, and little 
or no rock will be encoutitered. 

"State laws governing workmen 
under pressure are very strict, es- 
pecially tJie decompre sslon period In 
whjch the men are coming out of the 
pr(*isure back to normal. The aver- 
age pressure is expected to be about 
2(1-28 pounds, per square Inch, and the 
iifn will be allowed to « ork only be- 
tween four and six hours a day under 
such a strain. 

"The sides of the tunnel will be 
paved with tile and the roadwuy 
p^ved with granite for durability and 
safety. A speed limit of 35 miles per 
hour will probably be Imposed so that 
it will take a vehicle less than two 
minutes to go through with a clear 
road.

Chairman Hurley then placed T>v 
Jeremiah E. Burke, superintendent of 
schools, on the stand, and started to 
I aslc him to tell of his experience as 
[an educator and administrator, when 
Judge Shechan of the commission in- 
terrupted to say that there was no 
fiupstion of his tjualifications. Speak- 
ing of the relation existing between 
the School Committlee and the super- 
intendent of schools, Supt Burke said: 
"There are tlieorist types of organiza- 
tions-almost an infinite variety, brt 
the purpose of all organizations was 
to bring the teacher in the classroom

Declaring that, 'the "proof of the 
pudding is in the eating thereof," he 
said the system of organization Bos- 
ton has is orking "admirably."

PROUD OF SCHOOL 

Before the reprimand was admlnls-' 
tercd Hurley malntahied that his state- 
ment was a rhetorical a.ssertion, but he 
did not .shirk from fathering it. 

Judge Sheehan told Hurley that he 
ts proud of the Engli.sh high school, of 
its many masters, of its f-ntduates scat- 
tered throughout the world, and that he 
wanted it understood that ho Is not 
suffering from any complex. 

In the main the afternoon was de- 
voted to a di.scussion of the survey re- 
port. Both Burke and Snow felt ag- 
g-rleved becaiu^e of the phraseology of 
the report and while the superintendent 
restricted his remarks to mild protests 
Snow charged that the report sought to 
"villify the assistant superintendents 
and the board of apportionment" and 
that it was replete with "misstatements, 
insinuations and innuendoes." 

In specific issues, questioning of 
Chairman Goodwin evoked adniiss.on.s 
from the .school oflficiaLs that there were
